Mills, Philadelphia, and Patrick Gil- 
day of Clearfield, Pa., as a commis­ 
sion through which future differences 
between operators and miners involv­ 
ed in the present Colorado eoal strike 
may be settled. 
The commission, officials explained, 
was not appointed to deal with the 
existing differences which have caused 
rioting and 
bloodshed 
in 
Colorado. 
Hywel Davies and W. R. Fhirlay,* the 
conciliators who have been attempt­ 
ing to settle the strike for several 
months, will continue their efforts to 
have the operators and miners agree 
on a settlement of the present strike., 
The appointment of such a commis­ 
sion was contemplated in the plan for 
temporary settlement of the strike 
which the president proposed several 
months ago and which was accepted 
by the miners, but rejected by the 
operators 
One of the chief objections 
of the operators to the plan was tile 
naming of the commission., 


Obvious W ay to Peace. 
The 
president 
announced in 
his 
statement that the commission will 
place themselves ‘‘at the service alike 
of the miners and the operators of the 
mines of Colorado In case controversy 
between them should in the future de­ 
velop circumstances which would ren­ 
der 
mediation 
the obvious

peace and just settlement.” 
Mr. Wilson added that “merely to 
withdraw the federal troops and leave 
the situation to clear and settle Itself 
would seem to me to be doing some­ 
thing less than my duty after all that 
has occurred.” 
He h a s b e e n asked by 
Governor 
Ammons 
of Colorado to 
withdraw tho troops from some of tho 
districts and will discuss the question 
with Secretary Garrison of the war 
department this week. 
The original basis of agreement of­ 
fered by the president included the es­ 
tablishment of a three-year truce, sub­ 
ject to the enforcement of the mining 
and labor laws of Colorado; tile return 
to work of miners who had not been 
convicted of law violations; the pro­ 
hibition of intimidation of union or 
nonunion men; and the appointment 
of a grievance committee by the em­ 
ployes. 
It provided that in cases where tho 
officers of the company and the griev­ 
ance committees could not settle dif­ 
ferences a commission of three mon 
named by the president should st**p 
in and act as the final referee of all 
disputes.

Paris, Nov. 30, 11:40 A. M— The 


Allied lines are now being advanced 


south of Ypres. 
It is declared here 


today that a gradual withdrawal of 


the Germans is evident. 
The Brit 


ish and French troops are pressing 


forward and occupying the aband­ 


oned trenches.

This war is being fought w ith the 
gun and the motor car; and so stren ­ 
uous and uninterrupted has been the | 
.struggle that these have been put to 
a test of endurance the likt of which 
has never been witnessed in the his­ 
tory of artillery or the briefer but 
very strenuous history of the gasoline 
car. 
The life of the gun, so far as its

WAR TAXES HIGH LIVERS 


Democratic War 
Revenue 
Measure 
Reaches Out Over a Very Large 
Variety of Products 


“ High livers” will bear the heav- 
i st burden imposed by Uncle Sam's 
emergency war tax on various com­ 
modities, as shown by a detailed list 
of the taxes received here. 


Most prominent in 
the list are 
taxes on liquors,, wines and other ex­ 
h ib ito r s , cigars, cigarettes and oth­ 
er tobacco (products, playing cards, 
theatres, circuses, 
gaming 
tables, 
bowling, alleys, pawnbrokers and opi­ 
um. 
Additional taxes on these lux­ 
uries and increases in present taxes 
on them insure that the man-about- 
towu and his apostles will have an 
expensive time of it. 
But Unific Sam is foxy and lias an­ 
ticipated that many revelers will run 
to cover under the simple life to re­ 
duce expenses and has seen to it that 
the economical man has to pay his 
share. 
To this end such taxes ap­ 
pear as those on oleomargarine, ad­ 
ulterated butter and the cheese so 
dear to the plain people. 
Snuff, than 
which nothing is more democratic 
and unpretentious, 
also 
is 
taxed. 
Each .'{ii jar of chewing gum is taxed 
4 cents. 
Under the head of special taxes 
wholesale liquor dealers are taxed 
$100 a year. 
Retail liquor dealers 
must (pay a tax 
of $2.7 
annually, 
brewers with an annual output of 
less than 500 barrels are taxed $50 a 
year and those who are above this 
limit must pay $100. 
Distilled spir­ 
its are taxed $1.10 
a gallon 
and 
winos all the way from $1.50 per 
gallon for the bona fide fermented 
article to IO cents a pint for imita­ 
tion. 
Dealers in loaf tobacco arc taxed 
from $6 to $2 J a year, depending on 
the volume of sale. 
Dealers in ci­ 
gars,, cigarettes, manufactured tobac­ 
co and snuff must pay $1.80 a year. 
Manufacturers of tobacco are taxed 
from $0 to $2,496 a year, depending 
on tile amounts of sales. 
Manufac­ 
turers of cigars must pay from $12 
to $2,486. 
Tobacco, however manufactured, is 


subject to a tax of 8 cents a pound 
and snuff the same. Cigar! weighing 
more than three pounds per I.OOO 
arc subject to a tax of $3 a thousand. 
Cigarettes weighing more than thro 
pounds per 1,000 are taxed $3.0( 
thousand. 


Playing cards are taxed 2 cents 
pack with the joker wild, or other 
wise. 
Theatre proprietors must pay 
all the way from $25 to $100 yearly 
tax, depending on the capacity of 
their places. 
Circus proprietors pay 
$100 a year flat. 
Bawling alleys and 
billiard hall operators are subject to 
an annual tax pf $5. 


Pawnbrokers will charge the waste 
fill man more for “soaking” his valu­ 
ables for ready cash .because the brok­ 
er mu et pay the government $50 an 
nually. 


The opium habit will be expensive 
inasmuch as this dream producer is 
taxed $30 a pound. 


Getting back to the 
economical 
man his oleo is taxed IO cents a 
pound. 
The tax is less with o b ) 
margarine that it not colored to re 
suable real butter. 
Adulterated but­ 
ter is taxed IO cents a pound. Cheese 
i.; assessed at f cent a pound with 8 
cents for th'3 imported article. Man­ 
ufacturers of cheese pay $400 a year 
and cheese wholesolers $250. 
Retail 
dealers in cheese pay $4 00 a year and 
Oleo manufacturers are taxed $600 
a year, wholesalers $180 and retail 
dealers in this product $49. 


Incomes are taxed from I per cent 
for those between $20,000 and $50,- 
(‘00 to 6 per cent for those more than 
$5 OO,,OOO. 


The list also snows taxes on bonds 
stock certificates, agreements of sale 
promisory notes, contracts, deeds and 
conveyances, 
insurance 
policies, 
steamship tickets, powers of attor­ 
ney, telephone and telegraph messa­ 
ges and seats in parlor, 
palace 
or 
sleeping cars. 
Perfumery and cos­ 
metics also arc subject to government 
tax.

Washington,

Wilson announced the appointment of 
Seth 
Low, New York; 
Charles 
W. 
Mills, Philadelphia, and Patrick (511- 
day of Clearfield, Pa., as a commis­ 
sion through which future differ enc es 
between operators and miners involv­ 
ed in the present Colorado coal strike 
may l>e settled. 
The commission, officials explained, 
was not appointed to deal with the 
existing differences which have caused 
rioting and bloodshed in Colorado. 
Hyw’el Davies and W. It. Fhirlay* tile 
conciliators who have been attempt­ 
ing to settle the strike for several 
months, will continue their efforts to 
have the operators and miners agree 
on a settlement of the present strike., 
The appointment of such a commis­ 
sion was contemplated in the plan for 
temporary settlement of the strike 
which the president proposed several 
months ago and which was accepted 
by the miners, but rejected by the 
operators 
One of the chief objections 
of the operators to the plan wus the 
naming of tho commission.. 


Obvious Way to Peace. 
The 
president 
announced in 
his 
statement that the commission will 
place themselves "at the service alike 
of the miners and the operators of the 
mines of Colorado in case controversy 
between them should in the future de­ 
velop circumstances which would ren­ 
der mediation the obvious 
way of 
peace and just settlement.” 
Mr. Wilson added that "merely to 
withdraw the federal troops and leave 
the situation to clear and settle itself 
would seem to me to be doing some­ 
thing less than my duty after all that 
has occurred.” 
He hasbeen asked by 
Governor Ammons 
of Colorado to 
withdraw the troops from some of tho 
districts and will discuss the question 
with Secretary Garrison of the war 
department this week. 
The original basis of agreement of­ 
fered by the president included the es­ 
tablishment of a three-year truce, sub­ 
ject to the enforcement of tile mining 
and labor laws of Colorado; the return 
to work of miners who had not been 
convicted of law violations; the pro­ 
hibition of intimidation of union or 
nonunion men; and the appointment 
of a grievance committee by the em­ 
ployes. 
It provided that in cases where tho 
officers of the company and the griev­ 
ance committees could not settle dif­ 
ferences a commission of three men 
named by the president should st»p 
in and act as the final referee of ail 
dispute*.
